I of ihe official opening ut Ihe Third Liberty Loan cam- 
paign and the first anniversary oi' America's entrance into 
the war, .Presidvnt Wilson .said in part: 


"This is the anniversary of our acceptance of Germany's challenge to 


fight for our right to live as a free people, and for the sacred right* of free- 
dom everywhere. The nation is awake. 


"I call upon you to 'witness, my fellow countrymen, that at no otaoe of 


this terrible business have I judged the purposes of Germany intemperate!/. 
We must judge as we would be judged. I have sought to learn the objects 
Germany has in this war from the mouths of her own spokesmen, and to deal 
as frankly with them as I wished them to deal with me. 
I laid bare our own 


ideals, our own purposes, without reserve or doubtful phrase, and asked them 
as plainly what it is they seek. We have ourselves proposed no injustice, no 
aggression. 
We are ready, whenever the fmnl reckoning is made, to be just 


to the German people and deal fairly with the German power as with all others. 


"It has been with this thot in mind that I sought to leam from those 


who spoke for Germany, whether it was justice or dominion and execution 
of their own will upon the other nations of the world that the German leaders 
nre seeking.
